ing aspects of the times we 
liv e in, is the look to ou r 
cou rts for answers to deep 
rooted qu estions. 


We do not believ e the cou rts will 
finally be able to adju dicate many 
of these issu es. They are ethical 
qu estions that hav e plag u ed man 
for centu ries and the final resolu tion 
so often is in the area of morality 
which defies leg al interpretation. 


Nonetheless, we believ e the cou rts 
will be able to sharpen ou r thinking 
abou t the relationship between man 
and society . This, after all, is the 
qu estion before the cou rt in ju dg ing 
the intent of any law. 


One o f the later o f a series o f 
cases has been entered in the 
Sang amo n Co unty Circuit Co urt, 
Spring field. 
In this instance a Sterling man 
and a Chicag o firm are suing cer­ 
tain state o fficials and the Illino is 
Public Aid Co mmissio n. 
The issue co ncerns welfare pay ­ 
ments to strikers fro m the state’s 
welfare funds.

v ates the financial problem o f the 
state. 
The charg es are well g ro unded 
and likely thro ug h judicial actio n 
in this co urt o r an appellant co urt 
a ruling will g o ag ainst the At­ 
to rney General’s o pinio n. 
Ho wev er, the mute questio n rid­ 
ing is, who is respo nsible fo r the 
children o f strikers when strike 
benefits are no t sufficient to care 
fo r them. 
Here the dispute starts, so me 
will say children are the respo n­ 
sibility o f parents. Ho wev er, state 
welfare pro g rams are no t insti­ 
tuted o n this theo ry , but, rather, 
that so ciety has an o blig atio n to 
care fo r children in need.

ALGIERS ( TP) — Premier 
You ssef ben Khedda made 
peace ov ertu res today to his 
rebelliou s depu ty , Ahmed ben 
Bella, whose arm y su pport­ 
ers hav e taken ov er the Mos­ 
lem section of Oran and now 
control m ost of western Al­ 
g eria. 


Ben Khedda sent two ministers to 
the Moroccan capital of Rabat to 
seek reconciliation with the dissident 
depu ty prem ier who has been de­ 
manding looser ties with France and 
close links to the Commu nist w'orld. 
Ben Bella, after conferring with 
U.A.R. President Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser in Cairo, left Su nday nig ht pre­ 
su mably for Rabat, where he was 
awaited by Ben Khedda’s env oy s — 
Information M i n i s t e r Mohammed 
Yazid and Minister of State Rabah 
Bitat. 
Abou t 1,500 heav ily arm ed Alg erian 
troops flocked across the Moroccan 
border into Oran ov er the weekend 
and receiv ed rou sing cheers as they 
hailed Ben Bella as the hero of Alg er­ 
ia’s independence. 
Ben Bella slog ans appeared on 
walls throu g hou t the Moslem qu arter 
of Alg eria’s second larg est city . Boy 
Scou ts and children’s g rou ps paraded 
with hu g e portraits of the depu ty 
premier. 
No Ben Bella slog ans appeared in 
Oran’s Eu ropean qu arter where 97 
persons died in street fig hting last 
Thu rsday . French police patrolled the 
streets of the sector by ag reement 
with Moslem au thorities. 
Hu ndreds of Eu ropeans from Oran 
lined u p Su nday in a fev erish effort 
to g et plane seats for France. 
French informants said abou t 120 
Eu ropeans were missing in the city , 
believ ed held in police stations as 
su spected terrorists of the defu nct 
Secret Army Org anization. 
Foreig n Minister Saad Dahlab said 
in a radio broadcast Su nday nig ht 
differences among American leaders 
are “not a crisis—only a misu nder­ 
standing .” 


Tex ,, the pilot, said he and First 
Officer E. C. Gorman, also of El 
Paso, knew the plane was in trou ble 
within a minu te after they took off 
on a flig ht to Lu bbock, Tex . 


Neither Lau ratis nor Gorman had 
time to make an annou ncement ov er 
the pu blic address sy stem bu t host 
ess Linda Howard, sensing the dan­ 
g er, walked calmly u p and dowm 
the aisle reassu ring the passeng ers.

She said she reached the rear of 
the plane seconds before the crash, 
“ fell into an empty seat and did 
not hav e time to pu t the seat belt 
on.” 
Becau se the fire was in the rig ht 
wing , Miss Howard decided to g et 
the passeng ers ou t an emerg ency 
door in the rear. Harold V. Hu nter, 
a passeng er from Gardena, Calif., 
helped her open the door. 
The plane trav eled 2*4 miles from 
the end of the ru nway before the 
pilot set it down in a recently har­ 
v ested wheat field. 
Gene Cag le of Amarillo, who was 
rabbit hu nting , said the plane flew 
ov er him. 
“I saw fire on 
that one rig ht 
eng ine,” Cag le said. “ It was smok­ 
ing and bu rning . I wondered if they 
were su pposed to do that. Then the 
fire beg an g etting big g er and the 
plane nosed down.” 
The plane, which can carry 60 
passeng ers and cost abou t $1 million, 
was destroy ed.
